DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC S 112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctiy 
claiming the subject matter, which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 13- 24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

With regards to claims 13, 21 and 22, the phrases "for example", "such as" and 
"preferably" render the claims indefinite because it Is unclear whether the limitation(s) 
following the phrase are part of the claimed invention. See MPEP § 2173.05(d). 

Claims 14 - 20-,23, and 24 are also rejected since they depend from claim 13. 
Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 13 -24 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: 

With regards to claim 13, the prior art on record fails to suggest or render obvious 
the method for control of the quality and/or condition of a fiber web utilizing a plurality of 
optical imaging devices placed in successive measurement positions wherein the scales 
of the observation areas of said measuring devices are calibrated by a calibration object 
placed in the observation area of the measuring devices, to correct the perspective error 
caused by the position between said measuring devices and the inspected object. The 
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said scales of the observation areas of said imaging measuring devices are arranged to 
be comparable with each other. Delagnes et al. (US Patent 6,040,853), considered the 
closest prior art, teaches similar features, such as a process for detecting defects in a 
textured surface (i.e., fiber web) comprising taking successive images of the same 
portion of the surface wherein the images are taken at consecutive instants. However, 
Delagnes 4S silent with applicants' above method. As such, applicants' disclosure Is 
considered a novel and non-obvious improvement over the prior art. 

Claims 14- 24 would also we allowed, since they further limit independent claim 

13.
